on certain glaring weaknesses in 
Arkansas county government," it 
was staled in Ihe letter of trans- 
mittal, "and Ihe Council recom- 
mends that serious consideration 
be given the following: 


"1. Consolidation of Counties — 
Many Arkansas counties are too 
sin-all for efficient administration. 
Revenue is not sufficient to meet 
increasing demands for essential 
services. Consolidation into larger 
administrative units would provide 
for services which cannot now be 
adequately furnished by many of 
the smaller counties. 


"2. Classification of Counties — 
Under existing law all Arkansas 
counties have practically the same 
number of officers and thc same 
administrative set-up. The amount 
of work to be performed in smaller 
counties does not require the same 
number of offices needed by lar- 
ger ones. Counties should be clas- 
sified so that organizational cloth 
may be cut to fit the pattern. 


"3. Salary Schedules — A large' 


number of pur county offices at 
present are financed by fees. As a 
result there is little or no control 
over the expenditures of these of- 
fices. This system makes it im- 
possible to properly budget county 
revenues -and-,expenditures. T.hus, 
adoption1.*' "of Isa'lary • sfhe'dulos jfc-r. 
all county officials would 
seem 
highly desirable. 


"4. Reassignment of Duties — 
In all but 13 Arkansas counties, 
the office of sheriff and tax col- 
lector are 
combined. Since the 


work is in no way related, it is 
suggested that the two be separ- 
ated and the responsibility for tax 
collection be transferred to the 
county treasurer. 


"5. Revision of Asesssment and 


Collection Methods— A sludy of as-* 
sessmenls reveals lack of equality 
in properly valuations. In order to 
place thc burden of properly tax- 
ation on an equitable basis, th,e 
system must be revised. Also, too 
much time elapses between 
the 
assessment and the collection of 
property taxes. It is recommended 
that Ihey be assessed and collected 
in the same calendar year. 


"Some of thc changes suggested 
above can be made by legislative 
action; others would require con- 
slilutional amendments."

on certain glaring weaknesses in 
Arkansas county government," it 
was staled in Ihe letter of trans- 
mittal, "and Ihe Council recom- 
mends that serious consideration 
be given the following: 


"1. Consolidation of Counties — 
Many Arkansas counties are too 
sin-all for efficient administration. 
Revenue is not sufficient to meet 
increasing demands for essential 
services. Consolidation into larger 
administrative units would provide 
for services which cannot now be 
adequately furnished by many of 
the smaller counties. 


"2. Classification of Counties — 
Under existing law all Arkansas 
counties have practically the same 
number of officers and thc same 
administrative set-up. The amount 
of work to be performed in smaller 
counties does not require the same 
number of offices needed by lar- 
ger ones. Counties should be clas- 
sified so that organizational cloth 
may be cut to fit the pattern. 


"3. Salary Schedules — A large' 


number of pur county offices at 
present are financed by fees. As a 
result there is little or no control 
over the expenditures of these of- 
fices. This system makes it im- 
possible to properly budget county 
revenues -and-,expenditures. T.hus, 
adoption1.*' "of Isa'lary • sfhe'dulos jfc-r. 
all county officials would 
seem 
highly desirable. 


"4. Reassignment of Duties — 
In all but 13 Arkansas counties, 
the office of sheriff and tax col- 
lector are 
combined. Since the 


work is in no way related, it is 
suggested that the two be separ- 
ated and the responsibility for tax 
collection be transferred to the 
county treasurer. 


"5. Revision of Asesssment and 


Collection Methods— A sludy of as-* 
sessmenls reveals lack of equality 
in properly valuations. In order to 
place the burden of properly tax- 
ation on an equitable basis, lh,e 
system must be revised. Also, too 
much time elapses between 
the 
assessment and the collection of 
property taxes. It is recommended 
that Ihey be assessed and collected 
in the same calendar year. 


"Some of thc changes suggested 
above can be made by legislative 
action; others would require con- 
slilutional amendments."

called—was initiated in the mid-1920's. 
At the Carnegie Institution in Washing- 
ton, Drs. Gregory Breit and Merle A. 
Tuve sent "pulses" of waves skyward,. 
Each pulse was only a thousandth of a 
second long, with the waves having a 
£-«;uency of several million a second. 
For another IhwisancSih of a second the 


/ould stop sending. During 
the first "pulse" of waves 


' would return tb the receiver. This was 
repeated for ,an. indefinite length' of 
time.

(2) Radar a'ctually was born when- 


•it occurred tq., different people inde- 
pendently in 'scattered parts of the 
world that "pulse ranging," iti conjunc- 
tion with very^'short microwaves, could 
.be applied to the. detection of the pres- 
ence of aircraft or worships. Using a 
directional antenna for sending and re- 
ceiving, they c&Mld tell the exact direc- 
tion of the obj&t. The distance of the 
object away was half the .time the. mes- 
sage took to: &t back, divided by the 
speed—186,0001miles a.second. An air- 
plane could bej kept on .the radio beam, 
just as a beamffrom a searchlight trails 
a plane at nigHt. But the radar proved 


more useful and accurate. Geared au- 
tomatically to a gun, it became- very 
deadly. 


(3) By 1930 radar, which is a con- 


.traction of the phrase "radio direction 
and ranging," could draw a bead on 
enemy oombers many miles away. By 
the time of the Pearl Harbor attack, 
tho United States had radar installa- 
tions on key ships for air-raid warn- 
ing, 
surface search and fire control, 


long;-range aircraft warning sets, and 
searchlight batteries equipped .with ra- 
dar. 
By the end of 1041, more, than 


4600 men and women were employed 
in radar development in. t,he United 
Slates. Britain was-likewise ready with 
radar when the blitzkrieg started over 
England in 1940. / 


(4) Radar technique was imperfect 


But it won the first round of the battle 
of Britain. 'Prime Minister Winston. 
Churchill, commenting on the meager 
force of defenders, said ''never had so 
few accomplished so much." He failed 
to mention radar, because it was a deep 
secret. Failing with airplanes the Nazis 
invented buzz bombs. In 1944 new'and 
effective radar gear was sent hurriedly 
to Britain, from the United Stales.. One 
Sunday late in August 105 buzz bombs 
he,aded for London. 
Only three a'r- 


•rived. 
American antiaircraft batteries,, 


aided by radar in.1944 and 1945, downed, 
one buzz bomb, traveling at. incredible • 
.speed, for. every 40 rounds fired.

(2) Radar a'ctually was born when-

directional antenna for sending and re- 
ceiving, they c&Mld tell the exact direc- 
tion of the obj&t. The distance of the 
object away was half the .time the. mes- 
sage took to: &t back, divided by the 
speed—186,0001miles a.second. An air- 
plane could bej kept on .the radio beam, 
just as a beamffrom a searchlight trails 
a plane at nigHt. But the radar proved 


more useful and accurate. Geared au- 
tomatically to a gun, it became- very 
deadly. 


(3) By 1930 radar, which is a con- 


.traction of the phrase "radio direction 
and ranging," could draw a bead on 
enemy oombers many miles away. By 
the time of the Pearl Harbor attack, 
tho United States had radar installa- 
tions on key ships for air-raid warn- 
ing, 
surface search and fire control,

(4) Radar technique was imperfect 


But it won the first round of the battle 
of Britain. 'Prime Minister Winston. 
Churchill, commenting on the meager 
force of defenders, said ''never had so 
few accomplished so much." He failed 
to mention radar, because it was a deep 
secret. Failing with airplanes the Nazis 
invented buzz bombs. In 1944 new'and 
effective radar gear was sent hurriedly 
to Britain, from the United Stales.. One 
Sunday late in August 105 buzz bombs 
he,aded for London.

aided by radar in.1944 and 1945, downed,

The example of this 
difficulty 
that comes most readily to mind 
is the varying conceptions of the 
word "democracy." Tho American 
and British definition is best and 
mpst famously expressed in the last 
sentence of Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address. To the Russians, how- 
ever, "democracy" is government 
of, by, and for the party —with 
secret police, controlled press, one- 
, ,( party elections, an<l so on. 


!i"~~">~-''But-;thorc are other differences;- 
Take, for example, the. matter of 
'.'equality among nations." From 
the evidence at hand, it would 
seem that among the great powers 
America and Britain, in particular, 
construe the phrase to mean that 
small nations' have a right to be 
heard, to resent 
being 
pushed 
around, to choose their own form 
of government 
in free elections, 


and,, having chosen that form of 
government, to be granted equal-' 


„ 
ity of sovereign standing among 
V the United Nations. 


It would also seem from recent 


evidence 
that 
Russia considers 
"equality among nations" to mean 
an equally free hand among the 
powerful nations to do about as 
they please. 


At least, "equality among na- 
tion" has been provoked in un- 
official complaints from- Moscow 
in protest against the fact that, 
in effect, Britain maintains armed 
forces in the Near, Middle, and 
Far East, and the United States 
keeps troops in China, Iceland, and 


V elsewhere, yet Russia is not con- 


sidered justified 
in doing 
the 
same thing in Iran. 


Perhaps the western democracies 
have not lived up to tho letter or 
spirit of their ideal of 
equality 


among nations. Surely, the world 
will be a happier and more peace- 
ful place when all foreign troops 
are withdraw from every country. 


Meanwhile, it can be pointed oul 


that, in some instances, American 
and British forces arc present on 
foreign soil at the request of lhat

nois voted in the nation's first off- 
year primary election today wilh 
one of the lightest votes in state 
history expected as a result of a 
drab lack of contests.

One-Third of 
County Funds 
Go to Roads 


More than one-third of the $8- 


)02,186 spent in Arkansas in 1944 
for" financing county government 
went for the maintenance and con- 
struction of roads, the Arkansas 
Public Expenditure Council, a fact- 
finding agency, has disclosed upon 
completion of an exhaustive sur- 
vey of county government 
costs. 
The survey is the first of its kind 
ever made in the State. 


Expenditures for all county pur- 
poses, for the.latest year for which 
complete figures are available for 
each of the 75 counties, reveal 
an average of $4.10 as the per cap- 
ita cost of county government in 
Arkansas. The figures for individ- 
ual counties range from a high of 
$6.41 to a low of $2.54 per capita. 


Forty-seven counties were under 


the state average, but none of these 
was in the group of counties hav- 
ing a poulation of less than 10,000: 


The survey by the Council dis- 
closed that the financial outlay for 
debt service is a minor item in 
the total funds used to carry on 
county 
governmental 
operations. 


Only 6.6 per cent of the $8,002,186 
spent in the 75 counties was ryjeded 
for debt service and the amounts 
ranged from nothing in 10 debt-free 
counties to a high Of-$40,397 for the 
county with the largest population. 
Nineteen counties spent more than 
$10,000 each for debt service • in 
1944. 


A wide range was found for costs 


for administrative and other gen- 
eral 
expenses 
for 
maintaining 


county governments. A total of $2,- 
348,288 was spent for administra- 
tion, and $2,207,818 for items listed 
as other general expense. 


Administration expenses in 
the 


five smallest counties ranged from 
28 to 34 per cent of the total in 
those counties, while in the 10 lar- 
gest counties the 
administration 
costs ranged from 11 to 37 per cent. 


Only 14 counties spent less per 


capita on roads than the largest 
county, where size was based on 
population alone. One county spent 
more than three-fifths of its total 
county revenues for roads. 
The report discloses that some 


counties spent more than three- 
fourths of their funds on roads 
and for administrative 
purposes 
leaving less than 25 per cent to be 
applied on bonded debts and for 
financing health units, courts, li- 
braries, farm and home demonstra- 
tion offices, and the provision of re- 
lief to the destitute.
